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HAT Magnanimity which, by old 

Writers, has been fo much extolled 
under the Notion of triumphing over 
Fate, is, indeed, no other than re- 
treating from Misfirtune. —~ Their 
ry molt celebrated Heroes never fought 
Refuge in Death till they were weary of Life. — There is 
a Species of Greatnefs which has hitherto been not only 
unpraétisd, but, I believe, unthought of; and that is, put- 
ting Happinefs, or Mifery out of the Power of Fate, by 
terminating Life at the higheft Period of Glory. 

There are, both in antient and modern Story, a few wn- 
voluntary Inftances of this Kind, but none, I think, a- 
rifing from Principle. —-The Eyes of Epaminondas {et in 
Death, while his Glory was in Meridian Luitre,—-The 
great Gujlavus Adolphus fell with Victory bleeding by his 
Side——And Death was kind enough to take Cromwedl to 
his Arms ; juft at the Time when Life could make no Ad- 





dition to his Fame. 

Of all fublunary Beings, no Creature is fo fond of Ex- 
iftence as an Author.— After his Health and Vigour are 
gone, he generally tugys Life along in 4 wretched con- 
fumptive State ; his Reputation, if he retains any, iubfitts 
upon what it has been; and, like a Bear, in the Winter 
of his Life, he lives upon the Greate his Paws have ga- 
ther'd in the Summer of his Fame.—-For my Part, of 
all Pa.ens, I honour Ca/ar, who thought it was time to 
die when one had /ived enough for Ghry. (n Imitation of this 
laudable Maxim, I Feffrey Broadbottom, of Covent Garden, 
E{q; was determin’d to puta Period to my Exiitence, as a 
political Author, this Day, but the Indulgences I have been 
honour’d with from the Public, require certain Forms of. 
Decency to be obferv’d before I take Leave. —Tho’ I 
have been a Miks Emeritus in the Caufe of Orv Enc- 
Lawp, tho’ I have ferv’d her under many Denominations, 
with unvarying, faithful, and, IL hope, /ucce/sful Eendea- 
vours, yet the Public is the Pretor who is to give me 
Manumiffion ; nor fhall I afk my Nance dimittis, before I 
fatisfy my Country of my Reafons for demand®.g it, and 
humbly hoping, when I retire, that the public Voice fhall 
fay, Well done, thou good and faithful Servant ! 

But all this is to be underilood, provided no Accident, 
no Diiappointment of the public Hopes thall happen in 
the intermediate ‘Time which may call upon me for the 
Renewal of my political Funétion, I moft fincerely hope 
that none fhaljl; and I moft heartily congeetulate my 
Country upon the great, the fleady, the promifing Ap- 
pearance there is of her being, at Jef, faithfully ferv’d 
in many of her moit important Pofts. If not in a//, we 
are to confider that Changes, even for the better in them- 
felves, may, if too violent, give too great a Shock to a po- 
litical as well as natural Body, when weakly or confump- 
tive in its Habit. And our great Phyfician may be con- 
vine'd of the Expediency of a new Regimen, and, at the 
fame time, of the Danger of introducing it before the Pa- 
tient is properly prepared. 

Of all Departments of public Bufinefs, the Naval is of 
the greateit Confequence to Pritain, in time of War. It 
confiits principally of three Koards, one, as I apprehend,

ago who ficquented the Coflee-houfes about the Tramp-e, 
and was particularly turbulent in his Behaviour. When 
any Geatieman fhew'd the leall Refentment at his linpu- 
dence, he us’d to clap his Hand in his Pocket, By G-—, 
Sir, faid he, Pil give you Half a Crown if you avill gi 
me a flap inthe Face. ‘Vhis procor'd him many a goed 
Beating, but at the fame time many a good Dinner and 
Supper, becaufe the Gentlemen who beat him had »/ te 
Law on their Side, when he fued them, as ‘he never failed 
to do for an Affault. 

A proper Guard againft fuch Fellows has been often of 
great Ufe to meas a political Wriier.——1 mufl, there- 
lore, declare that I'am far from aflerting that the Matter 
I have hinted at was a real Faét, as related by the jours 
nalift, only I think the Manner in which it was huddled 
up, was by no Means for che Honour of thoe accw'd, or 
the Intereft of the Public. 

If the former were innocent, a proper Tryal or Enquiry 
into the Fa&t, would have efablif’d them in the good 
Opinion of the Public, have vindicated their Innocence, 
and have deteCled the popular Odium upon the Authors 
of fo black a Calumny. 

If, on the other hand, there was Foundation for the 
Charge, was it fitting, was ic decent, was it lonell, that 
fo important an Enquiry fhould be ffled, becaute of a 
dirty: Quibble in the Law? A Qoibble which has ever 
been the Reproach of our National Jufiice, and the Re- 
fuge of Infolence and Cor:uption in Office ; fuch a (Quibble 
as the very flarting it, implies Guid, and flamps ity Et 
poufers with Shame, fince not daring to trult to Livocence, 
they fly to Ignominy, provided it has the double Jeet 
of fcreening themfelves from Punifhiment, aud throw- 
ing their Accufers upon Inconveniencies, ———- I hope, 
therefore, for the Sake of Juflice, for the Suke cf the 
public Service, for the Sake of Liberty in writ ng, that 
the Gentlemen then charged may cither call upon, or be 
called upon to vindicate themfelves from the Imputation 
of evading public Jullice by this low vation.
